The Senators, wearied by the 
around-the-clock session that be- 
gan at noon Monday, looked for- 
ward to a respite tomorrow from 
the endless Southern speeches 
and the periodic quorum calls 
which have interrupted attempts 
to sleep on office couches and 
army cots. 

The grind will be broken late 
this afternoon or tonight in order 
to follow the tradition of not 
meeting on Sunday.

Président Eisenhower has ended his “opera- 
tion abrazo” in Latin America. From the 
standpoint of good will, his mission was a suc- 
cess. Since the tour was never expected to 
produce new policies, its unproductiveness in 
that respect will hardly be noticed. 

Mr. Eisenhower has proved again that he 
is a master of the radiant smile and sincere 
handshake. Latin American governments have 
proved again that they are good hosts. And 
since Presidents and Generals often are ac- 
corded even more prestige south of the bor- 
der than in the United States, the visit by 
itself, without Mr. Eisenhower's effective per- 
sonality, was bound to enhance Pan American 
sympathies. The President deserves credit 
for recognizing the need for his journey. 

If some mistakes were made, and we think 
they were, they were not evidenced in such 
preposterous demonstrations as those in Mon- 
tevideo. The student protests marred the 
tour hardly at all, and clearly did not repre- 
sent preponderant Latin sentiment. But what 
Latin Americans have noted, and will remem- 
ber, is the President’s flair for interpreting 
their affairs in terms of how he sees matters 
in his own country. 

° « . * 

Mr. Eisenhower no sooner landed in Brazil 
than he extolled the virtues of private enter- 
prise and said that “in freedom the Brazilian 
worker is happily demonstrating the joys of 
life.” The facts are that with inflation and 
unemployment, the Brazilian worker is not 
entirely happy and Brazil, like the United 
States, uses public enterprise to supplement 
private enterprise. Despite the virtues of capi- 
talism, underdeveloped nations often lack 
capital to practice it and turn of necessity to 
state efforts. Mr. Eisenhower hardly con- 
ceded the point. 

Brazilians also noted that the President, in 
Brasilia as in Washington, showed a predilec- 
tion for associating with men of industry and 
government, not with intellectuals and cer- 
tainly not with labor leaders. This may or 
may not be a good attitude in Washington 
but it offers a poor way of winning friends 
and influencing peoples in most of the New 
World. Latin Americans show great respect 
for their writers and artists and political 
philosophers; indeed, this group more often 
sets the tone for Latin ideology than business 
men do. The President could easily have dis- 
played some interest in them. 

Finally, the President made a tactical error 
when he heatedly denied, in Chile, that the 
United States is friendly to dictators. This 
nation, he said, “repudiates dictatorship in 
any form, right or left.” The facts in Latin 
America have been otherwise. 

The United States has tried to maintain 
friendly relationships in the recent past with 
Dictators Peron (Argentina), Batista (Cuba), 
Odria (Peru), Rojas Pinilla (Colombia) and 
Perez, Jimenez (Venezuela). This country’s 
envoys are still on the friendliest terms with 
the Somozas (Nicaragua) and Stroessner ( Par- 
aguay), while relations with Trujillo (Domini- 
can Republic) are now more clouded. Latin 
Americans believe that the United States has 
not repudiated dictatorships, right or left, 
and especially not those of the right. 


Mr. Eisenhower might have said that the 
United States does not like dictatorships, but 
has been obliged to recognize their govern- 
ments. He might have asked Latin Americans 
whether they thought non-recognition would 
have injured the dictators or their peoples. 
He might have said this country is trying to 
be discriminating now in dealing with democ- 


racies and dictatorships in the sister republics. , 


This answer would have been more accurate 
and therefore more acceptable, but it did not 
come from the President. 

In most of these cases, Mr. Eisenhower ig- 
nored or did not even hear the advice of his 
advisory committee or inter-American affairs. 
Though this group was named to improve 
Administration understanding, and was com- 
posed of Dr. Milton Eisénhower and other 
distinguished authorities in Latin American re- 
lations, the committee was insulated from the 
President and was left a study in frustration. 
‘ For the long run, we feel certain that Latin 
American relations would have been improved 
had the President relied on his own commit- 
tee for a better understanding of Latin view- 
points. For the present, unquestionably, Mr. 
Eisenhower has left a trail of better feeling 
across South America. 


Suspending Without Revising 

The Chinese Nationalists have found a way 
to keep President Chiang Kai-shek in office 
without changing the constitutional limit of 
two six-year terms. The screening committee 
of the National Assembly has decided that 
the limit will be suspended during the ‘“na- 
tional crisis.” The crisis will continue as long 
as the Communists hold the China mainland. 
That is likely to be a long time, so long, in 
fact, that the suspension may be regarded as 
permanent. Since everyone knows the Na- 
tionalists would probably collapse without 
Chiang, the procedure is worthy of Gilbert 
and Sullivan. 


How to End the Sitdowns 


A great many people in all parts of the 
country would feel more comfortable if the 
Negro lunch-counter sitdowns in Southern 
cities were called off. There is no question 
that a danger of explosive violence lurks in 
these demonstrations’. Nor is there any ques- 
tion about the duty of public officials to sup- 
press violence, wherever it occurs, whoever 
causes it. 

But the demonstrations themselves have 
been distinguished by the non-violent charac- 
ter of their leadership. College students have 
played a principal role. On the whole, the 
sitdowners have conducted themselves with 
dignity and restraint; generally it is the hate- 
filled white racists who have initiated such 
violence as has occurred. 

It is a little unfair, therefore, to ask that 
the leaders of the sitdowns call off their dem- 
onstrations. If any community wants to be 
comfortable, the way to do it is to remove 
the basic cause for the demonstrations. 

Everybody knows what that cause is. It 
is the conviction on the part of Negroes that 
not enough progress is being made fast enough 
toward ending racial discriminations that are 
legally, morally and humanly indefensible. 

Unfortunately in all too many communities 
this belief is thoroughly justified. No re- 
sponsible Negro leader expects segregation 
to end overnight. But so long as those who 
seek even gradual change feel that they are 
up against a stone wall of massive hostility 
to any change at all, demonstrations like the 


sitdowns will occur. The remedy is simple. 
Let each community move steadily toward 
the end of racial discrimination. This will 
mean different things in different communi- 
ties, different parts of the country. In St. 
Louis, for example, it would mean recogniz- 
ing and reinforcing the great progress al- 
ready made by adopting an ordinance pro- 
hibiting discrimination in places of public 
accommodation. In other cities it would mean 
something else. The essential thing is to 
make progress. If progress everywhere were 
being made, the sitdowns would disappear. 


A Not Very Ready Alert 


Some useful, though: not reassuring, light 


has been thrown on the question of airborne 
alert capability as an offset to the missile gap. 

Rep. Kowalski of the House Armed Services 
Committee learned, by questioning the Air 
Force, that it would require 18 months and 
$800,000,000 to develop capability for a full 
airborne alert by SAC planes. Only a limited 
alert could be initiated on short notice. 

If it requires 18 months just to prepare 
capability under an $800,000,000 program, how 
can the Administration possibly be content to 
seek only $85,000,000? At that rate it would 
be 10 years before we had the full capability. 
As Rep. Kowalski indicated, this revelation of 
what it takes to acquire an alert capability 
also raises the question of whether it would 
be better to put $800,000,000 into missiles in- 
stead of spending that much money for an 
alert capability that lies so far off. The solid- 
fuel missiles are advancing more rapidly than 
expected. Last week, Adm, Burke, Navy chief 
of staff, said that not one but two Polaris-mis- 
sile-firing submarines would be in operation 
at the end of 1960. He made clear that he 
expects the missiles, now being tested, will be 
ready, too. The Minuteman, which would have 
almost the same mobility on land as Polaris 
at sea, also is developing rapidly. Can they 
not be developed even more rapidly? As for 
putting the money into the liquid-fueled Atlas 
and Titan, the setting up of hardened bases 
is a delaying factor. And these two missiles 
have a weakness—their bases can be zeroed 
in so they would be easy to hit. 

The hitches that keep coming to light in 
our defense program show not only how dila- 
tory and inadequate the planning has been 
but how little dependence can be put on Ad- 
ministration protestations that all is well. Un- 
less Congress can force the Administration to 
do an about-face and start making up for 
lost time, we face serious danger. We need 
more than our aging subsonic bomber fleet— 
which is 18 months away from alert capabili- 
ty—more than our few Atlases and Titans if 
we are to face the crucial years when Soviet 
missile_ascendancy can be overpowering. 


The Suspect Substances 


Debate in and out of Congress on cancer 
safeguards for the Food and Drug Act have 
produced more confusion than enlightenment. 

In the recent House hearings on lipstick 
colors the contention was made that ill effects 
produced in test rats would not be duplicated 
in human beings. It was further argued that 
even if it were granted that the suspect colors 
could be harmful, a woman would have to eat 
her lipstick in large quantities to produce any 
ill effect. 

This latter argument is supposed to reduce 
apprehensions about certain coal-tar colors 
to an absurdity. It was used, in another in- 
stance, by Dr. B. T. Shaw of the Department 
of Agriculture, who said a person would have 
to eat 350,000 pounds of pesticide-tainted cran- 
berries a day to endanger himself to cancer. 

The fact is that Dr. Shaw was talking 
through his hat, and so were the humorists 
who evoked the picture of lipstick-eating. 

Mankind’s knowledge of cancer is meager 
as yet. As Secretary Flemming has said, with 
the backing of the National Cancer Institute, 
“No one knows how much or how little of a 
substance will induce cancer when added to 
the diet of a man.” 

No one knows whether the suspect sub- 
stances pass promptly from the system or 
whether they accumulate. No one knows 
whether results produced in rats are ap- 
plicable to man—and conversely, no one can 
prove that they are not. 

In this situation, it would seem the sensible 
course to avoid ingesting substances which 
have, under test, shown evidence of being 
carcinogens, or cancer-producing agents. 

The alternative is to continue on with them 
and hope, without supporting knowledge, that 
in some reduced quantity, arrived at by 
guess, they do not do to human beings what 
they demonstrably do to rats. 

In the light of present knowledge, that 
might be taking quite a chance. Is it worth it? 


Bonn’s Bid to Madrid 

Germany’s Defense Minister Franz Joseph 
Strauss has backed down on his negotiations 
for military bases in Spain in the wake of the 
storm he aroused in other European coun- 
tries, especially in Britain and Scandinavia. 

American concern is less about Spanish 
bases — after all, we have some, too — than 
about the failure to negotiate through NATO. 
Strauss did inform Gen. Lauris Norstad, the 
NATO commander, in advance, but he ignored 
warnings of the political trouble he would 
cause by dealing directly with Franco, Our 
Ambassador indicates that we will support 
him if he works through NATO. 

Strauss and other Germans, however, feel 
that they should be just as free to approach 
Spain as the United States and France, for 
example, have been. The Bonn government, 
they feel, should not be regarded as suspi- 
ciously as were the Nazis. However logical 
this may be, it was described by Prime Min- 
ister Macmillan as “elephantine clumsiness.” 

Insofar as Germany is becoming more im- 
portant in NATO defense plans, the Spanish 
plans may be militarily justifiable. But the 
approach to Madrid revealed either ignorance 
or indifference as to the sensibilities of other 
Western nations. For better or worse, Hitler’s 
alliance with Franco has not been forgotten, 
and Franco still is regarded with disfavor. 
So, rightly or wrongly, suspicions were 
aroused when the present German regime 
moved toward an understanding with a power 
still outside the Western defense system, 

Chancellor Adenauer is eager to make sure 
that Germany never again will be dangerous- 
ly independent. He not only has tied his coun- 
try closely to the United States but also has 
made it a partner of France and a member 
of the Common Market which is destined to 
absorb some political sovereignty as well as 
economic freedom. But his associates must 
realize that it will take time for others to ao 
cept the full import of his policy.
